Please amend claims 1, 2, 7 and 23. Pending claims 1-14 and 23-32 follow: 


1. (Currently Amended) A door module for covering a surface cut-out recess in 

an inside panel of a vehicle door, the door module comprising: 

a substantially rigid portion of long glass fiber reinforced plastic; and 

a substantially elastic portion of plastic substantially free of long glass fibers and formed 

in one piece with the substantially rigid portion. 
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
